Tom Kina.—The Limehouse Titan again appears before us in our 
kaleiodoscope gallery, and happily furnishes the sporting reader with one 
of the moat reset portraitures of this well-known fistic hero of the 
docks. His performances and engagements have been so repeatedly 

iven in our columns that it is absolutely unnccessary to do more than 
Friofly allude to some few prominent points of his proceedings, He 
was born in 1836; stands 6ft 14 inches high; and weighs 13 stone. He 
first came out in 1860, in which year he succeeded in defeating Tommy 
Truckle, of Portsmouth ; and then young Broome, also. In thememorable 
contest in Kent with Jem Mace, the latter. proved triumphant, but Tom 
had his Roland for an Oliver by thrashing “ Our Jeames” in November, 
1862. Like many good judges, he knew right well, when to leave well 

alone, and making up his mind to finish his pugilistic career as a win- 
» ning man he stoutly over-ruled all Mace’s efforts to bring him into the 
ring again. He has had belts and presents of all descriptions awarded 
to him, and is naturally enough hongurably proud of exhibiting them 
while travelling with Ginnett’s circus, 
Tt should not forgotten, however, 
that his world renowned contest with 
John Camel Heenan, the Benicia Boy, 
at’ Wadhurst, “Sussex, resulted in a 
like conquering manner.

The health of the mind must be based in 
the first place on the health of the body; mental occupation and 
refined enjoyments turn into gall and bitterness, if not supported by 
the freshness and vigour of the physical frame,’ Besides enlarging on _ 
the fact of swimming itself being a great pleasure, the worthy doctor 


Gilson was with him instanter. From this station to the high end of the 
quay the water was exceedingly lumpy turns in, both being brought to 
a stand still and receiving a complete and thorough drenching for their 
ees Passing the Skianer Burn, nearly a quarter of a mile from the 

ridge, Gilson, after some exertion, led by nearly two feet, but his 
ePponent, being obviously unable to make much head way, gradually 
fell astern, and, at the Grindstone Quay, was little more than half a 
length in the rear. Tho betting still standing at 7 to 4 against 
Gilson, nearing the Shot Tower, which place was reached in 5min 
85sec exactly. The latter took his opponent’s water, being fully 
one length and a half clear. From this part of the route 
it is unnecessary to continue the description of the match, inasmuch as 
the race was miserably onesided, and destitute of even a semblance of 
interest, The mile was reached in 9 min 25 sec, Rode being three 
lengths behind. Passing the Annie, the latter put on the remaining 
steam and succeeded in reducing the gap by about a dozen yards, but 
Gilson not relishing too close quarters, fired away once more, and was 
four lengths a head, in a jiffy, the Meadows House, two miles, being 
reached in 16min 87 sec. ‘The career of the dispute was now unin- 
terrupted, the goal being passed in 21 min 34% sec, Gilson winning 
amid enthusiastic cheers, by eight lengths at least. The winner was 
taken on board the Industry, where he generously made a collection 
for his opponent. Rode, who was obviously chagrined at his defeat, 
Was'aceommodated on board the Waterman. The winner rowed in 
the Champion of the Thames, the same craft in which Chambers 
Vanquished Kelly, Rode pulled in a boat built specially by Mr. Jewitt, 
of Dunston, Mr. William Blakey was Stakeholder. During the return 
Voyage a sovereign a side was deposited with Mr W. Oldham, for 
Gilsds to pull Teasdale Wilson. one mile, for £50 a side, to meet at 
the Adelaide Hotel, on Monday evening, to draw up articles. We have 
much doubt about the match progressing.

He 
became worse about six o'clock in the morning, when the brothel- 
keeper and his bedfellow had him removed to the workhouse hospital, 
where he died. I attended the inquest. His identity was clearly 
established, and all his mission: papers taken charge .of by the 
authorities. Case reported’ in the local papers at the time: Within 
the last nine months the Rev. Father Daly, an Irish priost, adjourned 
to a public-house at the north end of Liverpool, witha noted prostitute 
named Julia M'Kenzie. Rubsequently charged the divine Julia with 
having robbed him of his watch. . Was Frayed by three independent 
witnesses, before Mr. Raffles, the stipendiary magistrate, to have been 

eriminally intimate with her in the public-house. Denied this on oath, 
and also that he had ever been in the public-house at all, though seven 
responsible and credible parties, two of them police-officers, deposed that 
it was in this very house his fair charmer was given by him into custody. 
The case has since been tried before Mr. Aspinall, the Roman Catholic 
Recorder, and when the reverend and sanctimonious profligate was 
threatened by the Recorder with a prosecution for perjury in the event 
- of his still persisting, in the very teeth of the undeniable testimony 
against him, in demoniacal and palpable falsehood, he then deliba- 
rately swore that he had no recollection of what transpired. before the 
atipendiary, having been suffering from delirium tremens at the time.

DETERIORATION OF THE RACEHORSE. 


THe question of the alleged deterioration in the racehorse, which 
ever and anon crops up, isagain before us, and the controversy has now 
regularly set in with unaccustomed severity. And as our Irish friends 
have laid hold of the matter, as one peculiarly affecting their present 
condition, we may reasonably expect.a thorough ventilation of the 
whole subject, not unmingled with that spice which generally dis- 
tinguishes an ‘Irish question.”. We ourselves, who have striven from 
our first number downwards for a rectification of the present method of 
encouraging the stout and strong, could have iabee for no better 
fate to befall, than that the “patrons of the Irish Turf” should bring 
their perfervidum ingenium to Bear. Sir Robert Peel has been driven to 
write to the Admiral; the Admiral “has drawn down upon himself a 
heap of Irish comment, and the whole thing seems now certain to 
undergo a thorough investigation, 

The first embrasure attacked is the Queen’s Plate. And here we 
cannot but rejoice that Admiral Rous takes the same view with our- 
selves upon the expediency of giving good national prizes, and not 
frittering them away in small sums of a hundred guineas; and that he 
contemplates the possibility of having a large field of good horses 
brought out to run over long courses at heavy weights. This would be 
the first step to abolishing those atrocities, the half-mile races, and 
would reduce the value of a “half-mile animal below even 
the _ Admiral’s estimate. We hail our new ally with cordiality ; 
but we should like to have seen him go still further. Why 
not take a leaf out of the book laid open before us by_ the 
“wise Government who improve the breed of horses in France?” Why 
not, as they do with their special haras prizes, classify the runners ? 
There, if a horse run for and win a fourth-class prize, he can never run 
again for less than the third, and so on. Nay, if he even compete for 
a first or second unsuccessfully, he can never enter for a third thereafter. 
By this means the breed has been encouraged, and our present dangerous

sign articles, and perfect the preliminary arrangements for having the pro- 
posed match carried on in an amicable and sportsmanlike manner. Maco has 
been in Ireland, giving exhibitions, and popularising himself with the inhabi- 
tants, in anticipation of the merry mill soon to take place upon Trish soil, and 
in which he will act a prominent part. Coburn will also soon make or renew 
the acquaintance of his countrymen, #0 that by the time the day of battio 
comes round, both men will have protiy thoroughly canvassed the principal 
cities of the ‘ould counthry,’ and ingratiated themselves into the favour of the 
bold sons of Erin.
